One of Perry's Vessels. 


An important relic o& the war of 1813 


has just been unearthed at Ferrysburg. 
It is the lower portion of the bull of the 
sloop Porcupine, one of the nine small 
vessels built by Commodore Perry on 
Lake Erie, and with which he achieved 
his great victory over the British squad- 
ron, known. in American history as 
Perry's victory, Perry's nine vessels con- 
sisting of the Lawrence, his flagship, of 
twenty guns; the Niagara, twenty gans 
the Caledonia, three guns; schooner 
Ariel, four; the Scorpion, two; the Som- 
mers, of two guns and two swivels; the 
sloops Trip, Tigress and Porcupine, one 
gun each. 


The Porcupine was taken to Detroit, 


where, in 1880, her upper worka were re- 
built and her name changed to Caroline. 
Eventually she was brought to Grand 
Haven and sailed by Captain Harry Mil- 
ler. 
In the early fifties ehe was set 


adrift in Grand river near the mouth. 
The current carried her out into Lake 
Michigan, but u west wind blew her 
back in a day or two, and she was after- 
ward refitted arid sailed a season or two. 
Finally, about the year 1855, she was al- 
lowed to sink, head on, at Ferrysburg. 
Her remains will be taken from 'the 
water and properly cared for.—Grand 
Rapids Democrat. 


Looking for Battlers,

THJB BOODLEBS BKJO1CINO. 


There is general rejoicing among the 


boodlera and bosaea in San Francisco. 
The members of the California Legisla- 
ture, who sold their votes for United 
States Senators, and for ercry swindling 
scheme sought to be legalized, fee) re 
lieved, and Boss Buckley, in far off 
Montreal will not be compelled, through 
fear of the penitentiary, to withstand the 
rigors of o Canadian Winter. The Su- 
preme Court of California, Justices De- 
Haven and Sharpsteio, dissenting, de- 
cided yesterday that the grand jury im- 
paneled by Judge Wallace, the Presiding 
Judge of the Superior Court of San 
Francisco, i» an illegal body. 
The 


opinion is by Justice McFarland,«and it 
orders the issuance of a writ restraining 
the grand jury from further proceedings 


That the Court had to go out of the 


way to find grounds on which to base its 
ruling, is shown by the opinion, which ia 
very voluminous. Much stress is laid 
upon the word " elisor " and the Court 
contends that there exists no statutory 
definition or description of the word in 
full accord with the meaning given by 
it the general law. The Supreme Court 
therefore concludes that the Superior 
Court had no authority in law to appoint 
Scott as elisor to select grand jurors. 


While drawing the grand jury, Judge 


Wallace discovered that several of the 
slips on which the names of persons eli- 
gible for grand jurors were wiitteo, were 
marked so they could be distinguished 
by touch. He then appointed Scott, as 
elisor to select jurors, without showing 
cause why the Sheriff should not per- 
form that duty. That oversight was 
fatal, according to the Supreme Court. 


Though the indictments found by the 


jury are now quashed and tke exiled 
bosses and boodlers can return to Cal- 
ifornia, and for the timo hold high rev- 
elry in the metropolis and at the Capital, 
•without fear of punishment, the woik of 
the grand jury must have apuiifying 
effect on the polluted political atmos 
phere of ths Golden State. 


THE CBMTKAL PACIFIC DEBT. 


According to the report of the Secre 


tary of the Interior, the total debt of the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company to the 
United States, after allowing credit for 
all transportation, and for all moneys 
paid into the Treasury by the Company, 
is 153,682,612. A part of the principal 
of this debt will be due in 1894, and as 
the company claims that it is unable to 
meet the obligation, provision must be 
made by Congress for foreclosing the 
Qovernment mortgage on the road or 
extending the time for the payment, 
There are first and second mortgages on 
the road for like amounts. The first ia 
held by individuals; the second by the 
United States. The Qovernment, should 
it desire to force payment, would have to 
redeem the first mortgage or sell the road 
for what it would bring, subject to 
the first mortgage! unless it wished to en- 
gage in the railroad business and run the 
road itself. 


As theie is no disposition shown by 


the Government to foreclose the mort 
gage or run the road, some other means 
of securing its indebtedness must ba do 
vised. It has been proposed to extend 
the time of payment fifty or more years 
and, as this will probably bo done, the 
sooner it is 
arranged the better fo 


Nevada. So long as tuat debt is hang 
ing over the Central • Pacific, the com 
pany will make no effort to develop th 
resources of the country through \\hicl 
it passes. One of the brightest of th 
railroad officials asserted before the Com 
mission appointed some years ago to in 
vestigate its a ffairs, that the Central P 
cific between Reno and Ogden is th 
•ame as a bridge. The idea which tha 
assertion conveyed has since prevailed 
and it looks as if no effort would b 
made on the part of the company t 
change it until the debt question is set 
tied. That disposed of, self-interest, i 
nothing more, would induce the railroad 
people to build np Nevada, by assisting 
in developing its resources, and rednc 
ing transportation rates to the lowes 
paying figures. 


The Sacramento Bee has unearthe 


great frauds in the locating and handling 
of California lien lands. The combina 
tion organized to swindle the Govern 
ment and bona fide settlers, is said t 
consist of John A. Benson, who is unde 
indictment in the United States Court a 
San Francisco for land swindling when 
be was a Government surveyor, and tb 
land firm of Hyde Brothers and their as 
aociates and employes. The Bee say 
that nearly 200,000 acres of Hen lands 
have be»n located by ten individual 
since last March, most of this land ii 
claimed through dummies. 
Settlers 


claims are being contested to force them 
to relinquish their entries, and mat 
terms with the combination which trie 
to rob them of their money and thei 
riff*

The Baltimore Crew, 


N*w YOBK, December 12.—A special 


correspondence to the Associated Press 
from Valparaiso, under date ot November 
12, tells of the continued ill treatment ol 
Americans, and oi the refusal ol the in- 
Undentea ot the city to promise police pro- 
tection to the market boats o£ the.Balti- 
more, necessitating provisions being sent 
oot by private boats of the cruiser. At 
later date there was living on the Baltimore 
Dr. Stanley, a British subject, who has 
been a resident ol Chili a number of years 
He was a witness to the attack upon Tarn 
bull, the Baltimore sailor, who received 
twenty knife wounds in an affray last 
month and afterwards died. Dr. Stanley 
defended the man as well as te could and 
afterward took him to the hospital and 
oared for him. It waa known that his 
testimony would be damaging and a few 
day* later bo was assaulted and arrested. 
Efforts were made to prevent his testimony 
>e taken, hot when he was released he 
ent aboard the Baltimore for protection.
